able by brutal violence. Marlon Neal is 
still alive, fortunately. The cop has been 
charged with criminal negligence 
causing bodily harm, an unusual 
charge for what seems to be attempted 
murder. It goes without saying that had 
the victim been white, or a cop, shot by 
a citizen, the charges would be much 
different. 

The fact that the cop was charged at 
all, however, can only be attributed to 
the fear the authorities have of the 
power of Toronto communities who 
are outraged over the continuing cycle 
of police violence. The efforts of or- 
ganizations and activists fighting ra- 
cism and police violence in Toronto 
should never be seen as futile, as sev- 
eral years ago the cop wouldn’t even 
have been suspended (with pay). Now 
it seems the cops’ and politicians’ fear 
that their usual indifference will elicit a 
response they can’t handle, and are 
seeking to placate outraged citizens 
with insignificant charges like criminal 
negligence. 

There’s no reason to stop here. If we 
can force the cops to respond in this 
pathetic manner with the threat of an 
uprising, that threat should be re- 


| peated until real justice occurs.

demands that he lower the people's 
living standards. Shipments of incom- 
ing food were poisoned, CIA-trained 
gunman killed at random, plots to kil! 
Manley and launch a coup (which 
failed) were tried, export markets were 
cut off and eventually Manley was 
forced to submit to IMF demands. A 
resulting drop in living standards, 
coupled with increased violence, 
eroded Manley's popular support and 
enabled a U.S.-funded CIA stooge 
named Seaga to win the 1980 elec- 
tion. Eight years later, he'd made such 
a mess of the country that Manley was 
able to resume power. By now, how- 
ever, Manley had concluded that only 
by yielding to IMF demands—of which 
the goods and service tax is the lat- 
est—could he prevent the U.S.A. from 





instigating any more violence. 

The pattern here is similar to that of 
U.S. interference in many other coun- 
tries, not all of them in the third world. 
In Canada, for instance, the GST and 
other tax increases have been pre- 
cipitated by an IMF demand that our 
living standards be curtailed (the IMF 
is controlled by the U.S.A., which in 
turn is controlled by corporate inter- 
ests.) Canada still earns most of its 
foreign exchange by exporting its in- 
creasingly scarce natural resources; 
and like the eastern European coun- 
tries now embracing capitalism, Can- 
ada ranks somewhere between the 
western industrialized powers and

February to life imprisonment for the 
1981 killing of U.S. State Trooper 
Philip Lamonaco who, after stopping 
Manning’s vehicle, had recognized 
him as an underground activist and 
was preparing to execute him on the 
spot. Rejecting Manning’s plea of self 
defence, the state convicted him in 
1987 of felony murder, robbery and 
escape. Thesentenceis concurrent to 
a 93 year federal term for armed ac- 
tions against property of American 
multinationals. 

Manning stated: “...there is a revo- 
lutionary resistance movement of 





work for, and fight for, and defend by 
any means necesary, the goals, ide- 
als and hopes ofa future society free 
of economic exploitation, sexism, 
ageism and genocidal racism...In de- 
fending myself in a confrontation with 
an armed agent of the state, | was de- 
fending everything that this move- 
ment stands for, everything | believe 
in.” 

The jury couldn’t reach a verdict on 
Richard Williams, also indicted in the 
case, and a mistrial was declared. 
The state will try again, most likely in 
September.

Superpower and satellite alike are 
falling in with corporate schemes to 
widen the disparity between rich and 
poor (Mitterand’s “socialist” govern- 
ment in France is another case in 
point.) Elections in all these countries 
have been reduced to an advertising 
exercise seducing the populace to 
vote against their own best interests. 
Progressive groups opposing public 
service cutbacks in Canada are fight- 
ing the same battle as groups fighting 
for justice in the third world, and a 
common front is needed to resist re- 
pression and find means other than the 
state for meeting peoples’ needs.

Now the people are expected to re- 
pay the money borrowed by the gener- 
als, with widespread civil service cuts 
planned.

We also assert that only 
through the socialization of health 
care services can health be assured 
for everyone. The complex problem 
of housing can be solved through 
the creation of cooperatives in 
which members work together to 
build and maintain their own 
homes, But all this would admit- 
tedly be quite difficult under the 
prevailing system of capital exploi- 
tation and domination. 

“Still, we don’t think that it is

Old Growth Forest in 
Maine to be Logged 


Maine is the most heavily forested 
state in the US but only 7000 acres of 
old growth remain. Of those few re- 
maining areas in the Northern Appala- 
chians, the most significant, including 
the 5000.acre Big Reed Pond area, are 
scheduled to be cut this year . Re- 
cently the Maine chapter of The Nature 
Conservancy bought 3800 acres from 
the Pringy heirs, who own almost a 
million acres of Maine woodlands. The 
remaining 1200 acres of Big Reed old 
growth are to be logged. 

A network of logging roads are cur- 
rently under construction and cutting 
cannot be far off. Pressure is being 
brought to bear on the Pringys to pre- 
serve the 1200 acres and to allow a 
buffer zone of at least 3 miles around

Mexico Endorses 
Turtle Slaughter 


MEXICO - The killing of Ridley 
turtles here is the largest massacre of 
an endangered species in the world. 
Four of the twelve major nesting 
beaches were in Mexico, but three 


| have been deserted due to the mas- 


sive destruction of nesting females 
and their eggs. The collapse of the 
population on the last beach is immi- 
nent. Despite an annual quota of 
23,000 and a commitment by the 


, Mexican government to reduce this to 


zero by 1992, Mexico is killing over 
75,000 turtles each year. Homero 
Aridjis of the Mexican environmental 
organization, Group of 100, says that 
by 1992 there will be no turtles left to 
protect.

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Crazy Horse to Ride Again 


The US Eighth Court of Appeals has 
ruled that a suit brought by FBI Agent 
David Price against author Peter Mat- 
thiessen and his publisher Viking has 
"no basis". The case launched in1984 
for $20 million, alleged defamation of 
character in Matthiessen's book /n the 
Spirit of Crazy Horse. In 1983, former 
South Dakota governor William "Wild 
Bill" Janklow had filed a libel suit 
against Matthiessen and Viking over 
the same book. Janklow's case was 
thrown out in1988. 

The book itself details the FBI's re- 
pression of the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) on and around the 
Pine Ridge Sioux Reservation from 
1973 to 1976 and the subsequent 
framing of Leonard Peltier for the 
deaths of two FBI agents. Janklow 
sued for libel because Matthiessen 
repeats what was common knowl- 
edge and had been reported else- 
where, namely that Janklow had been 
accused of raping his babysitter in 
1967, a 15-year old named Jancita 
Eagle Deer. The local FBI apparently 
tried to cover this up but the tribal 
court on the nearby Rosebud Reser- 
vation issued a warrant for his arrest if 
he should set foot on the reservation. 
Sadly, Eagle Deer was found dead 
beside a Nebraska highway in 1974 
and the matter has never been cleared 
up. Allthis had been published before 
but only by small presses with limited 
distribution. The combination of an 
award winning author and a large 
promotional budget which Viking has 
could mean a potential audience of 
millions. Not only would the governor's 
misdeeds be widely disseminated but 
so would the details of a typical FBI 
dirty work operation.

Agent Price's suit claimed that the 
book was one-sided and cast him as 
aracist. Both Viking and Matthiessen 
note that most FBI and government 
officials would not cooperate with 
them. Price is quoted verbatim, in 
context and at length. Price's suit 
had been dismissed and reinstated 
many times over the years and it 
appears that money to cover court 
costs did not come from Price (as an 
FBI agent his maximum salary is 
approx. $40,000). Janklow though 
well off is also not rich. Viking and 


Matthiessen estimate their court | 


costs at $3.5 million and it must have 
cost Price and Janklow as much. 
Matthiessen suspects tax dollars 
were used but has no way of proving 
it. A right wing Coor's sponsored 
think tank, the Heritage Foundation, 
also poured $1 million into the case 
as well as arranging for “donations” 
to the Price and Janklow cause. 

The legal victory is tempered by 
the fact that in the Spirit of Crazy Horse 
was kept off the shelves for 6 years 
when it could have done Peltier the 
most good. Anew revised edition of 
Matthiessen's book is expected out 
by the end of the summer.
